W a te r in tho Delaware River here 
at Bristol is receding. At high water 
last night the tide was four 
inches 
higher than it was at high w ate r yes­ 
terday morning.

tide was three inches lower th an it 
was at high tide last night. 
Many of the wharves here a re still 
u n d e rw a te r and boat ow ne rs are keep­ 
ing careful 
w atc h over their craft.

broken loose but 
have been recovered. 
It is the opinion of ri vermen that 
the deepened cha nnel here has pre­ 
vented more serious flood conditions. 
The channel was deepened from 12 to 
20 feet from T rento n to Philadelphia. 
The channel is IOO feet wide while the 
curves are 200 feet wide. Four million 
cubic yards of sand were dug from the 
river and this space has carried a t r e ­

Students Prepare to Re urn in 
2,587 Districts In 
Pennsylvania 


IS AN IMPORTANT YEAR
